The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The recited language, and/or, is confusing and improperly broadens the scope of 
claim 1 wherein the (co)polymers of vinyl aromatic monomers are recited. For example, 
the recited "—50 to 99 parts by weight vinyl aromatics and/or vinyl aromatic substituted 
in the ring and/or (meth)acryllc (CrCs) alkyi esters — " does not require said vinyl 
aromatic monomers. Also, claim 1 recites Vinyl aromatic monomers' and claim 7 
recites 'vinyl aromatics'. Consistent language is needed. 

Claims 1 , 2 and 1 0-1 3 are allowed since the use of both polybutene and 
polyisobutene having a weight molecular weight of 600 to 10000 as a processing aid 
would not be obvious over the art of record. 

Claim 7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
